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Wheat Pooi Officials 
Address Large Gathering 


Quite a large number of farmers 
with their wives, and others interested 
gathered in the Memorial Hall Diniag 
Room Monday evening to hear the 
addresses delivered by Ben S. Plumer, 
Director and J. M. Wheatley, delegate 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool. Mr. 
Piumer has been associated with the 
Wheat Pool since its inception in 1923 
and is fully acquainted with the work 
of the Pool and its assistance to Al- 
beria farmers. 

Mr. Wheatley, a delegate, is equally 
enthusiastic about the benefit render- 
ed to the farmers by the Wheat Pool 
and urged all men present to become 
members if they are not already sign- 
ed up. 

Both addresses were listened to wiih 
great interest by the adult audience. 

Quite a number of children had come 
to see the interesting and educating 
pictures thrown on the screen. Just 
here we would like to pay a deserved 
tribute to the small boys and the two 
small girls who sat with them. They 
behaved themselves with credit to 
themselves and their parents. 

In explaining the set up of the 
Wheat Pool, Mr. Wheatley stated the 
Pool is an open book for all to read, 
their dealing are all open to the public 

The Province is divided into 7 dis- 
tricts and each district is sub divided 
into 10 smaller, each sending a dele- 
gate to the Pool’s Meetings. Each 
delegate is elected for 2 years in such 
@ manner as to have 1-2 the elected 
delegates carry on for the next year, 
so that there is never an inexperienced 
majority. 

The speaker referred to the error in 
judgment in 1929 when the Pool had 
overpaid its dividends by $5% million 
However, this has all been published 
at the Annual Meetings of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool and space forbids repeat- 
ing here. 

Mr. Wheatley explained the sound 
financial standing of the Pool at the 
present whereby Pool members are 
receiving bonuses on 41-42 and 42-43 
sales. This has placed in the hands of 
the farmers, of the Province, an extra 
$800,000. 

The Wheat Pool is a member of the 
Federation of Agriculture. 

Mr. Plumer’s Address— 

Mr Plumer dealt more specifically 
with the need for farmers to unite to 
work for an even break for themselves 
He speke of the over payment in 1929 
a mistake that has been made by many 
other companies. He mentioned some 
of the difficulities the Pool has had to 
contend with and the matter of secur- 
ing cars for prain delivery. He 
stressed the need of parity prices for 
farmers produce, detailing some of the 
adequate prices for wheat, beef, 
eggs and pork where the spread be- 
tween producer and consumer is out of 
all proportion, 

The speaker discussed the criticism 
that had been levied against the Pool 
for not paying income tax, and the con- 
clusion that they are a co-operative 
institution and therefore not Hable 
had been sustained. He challenged 
the right of anyone to question the 
loyalty of the Wheat Pool members, 
stating they had as many numbers in 
the Air, Army and Navy as any other 
body. 

Mr. Plumer explained the purpose of 
Pool forming an Insurance Co. and 
stated it had proved a lucrative move. 

Due to present conditions wheat pro- 
duction is giving place to coarse grains 
and seeds of alll kinds and greater pro- 


duction of beef and hogs, hence the 
Wheat Pool is instituting the Live- 
Stock Marketing co-operative. 

Due to the incfeased demand for 
meats Mr. Plumer urged a greater pro- 
duction programme. He stressed the 
hope of an even break for farmers, o 
condition for which the Wheat Pool is 
continually striving. Reeve Harwood 
presided and expressed the thanks of 
the meeting to the speakers, also to 
Mr. Pettinger, who operated the _ pic- 


ture machine.

Federation of Home and School urge 
upon its member groups the promo- 
tion of the use of the School as a year 
round community centre, whose facili- 
ties shall be available to groups with 
educational and recreational programs.

A. F. U. And U. F. A. 
Attract Capacity Audience 
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Charles Cowell and Harold Scheer 
were joint chairmen at the meeting 
held Tuesday evening, when the din- 
ing room of the Memorial Hall was 
filled, a number standing throughout. 

Special speakers were Mr. Bevington 
Director of A. fF. U. and Mr. Gardiner, 
President of the U. F. A.. 

Harold Scheer stressed the wisdom 
of working together. Charlies Cowell 
introduced Mr. Bevington, who stated 
the Basic principle of A. F. U. is to 
secure economic justice, and felt they 
must unite to get fair play, and their 
problems must be studied on an econ- 
omic basis. 

After 1935 the U. F. ‘A. lost strength 
especially in the north. 

The A. F. U. had its inception N. E. 
of Edmonton and today they have 20, 
000 members. Their desire is for one 
non-political, non-commericial organi- 
zation, Any new name acceptable 
but not U. F. A. 

Mr. Gardiner, President of the U. F. 
A., a campaigner of several years, stat- 
ed he had never been in Strathmore 
before and expressed his pleasure in 
being present. 

Mr. Gardiner also discussed existing 
problems that should and must be 
remedied. 

He stated the “Big Shots” were the 
product of the economic system, the 
same system that produced Hitler and 
war, 

With these we may win the War- but 
not the Peace. No enterprise has the 
right to exploit his fellow man. We 
must have a system based on service 
to the people, or we shall inevitably 
have totalitarianism. Peace must be 
in the interests of the People, not of 
the Few, 

The speaker stated that it is only 
since the last war that we have passed 
from the age of Scarcity to the age of 
Abundance. 

During the present war we have 
trebled the value of our production 
and this when 600-700 thousand of our 
population are in the armed services, 
and not concerned in production. 

Are we going to allow the Few to 
produce a condition of security for 
themselves in order to make profits? 
We must keep abundance of goods. 

Money is only for transfer purpose 
and goods must be properly and equit- 
ably distributed.

Mr. Gardiner stated the U. F. A. had 
accomplished much and is by no means 
dead. Both A. F. U. and U. F. A. are 
affiliated with Federation of Agricul- 
ture. It was felt amalgamation of the 
bodies would come in due course. 


Mr. Young was next speaker, this al- 
go being his first visit to Strathmore. 
He had been a member of the U. F. A, 
for 25 years and is now a member of 
both and favors amalgamation. He 
stated the farmers interest in the or- 
ganization is now very high. If they 
amalgamate it must be on a basis of 
full equality. 

Mr. Young stated members of the 
A. F. U. mean business and the mem- 
bership is growing rapidly in Peace 
River and in B. C. 

A Petition is being drawn up to 
state demands which will be forwarded 
to the Dominion Government. 

A lively discussion period followed, 
the meeting continuing to a late hour.

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@ Grow More Spuds Province Warned 
EDMONTON, April 5— Department 
of agriculture officials said today there 
is no potato surplus in Alberta at 
present and warned that production of 
potatoes must be doubled in the pro- 
vince in 1943 if a shortage is to be 
avoided next fall and winter. Tons of 
Alberta potatoes have been shipped to 
the west coast to meet a_ shortage 
there.

WOMEN’S WORK IN WARTIME 

ENGLAND

The way the women of England are 
all working cannot but arouse the ad- 
miration of everyone. They are not 
working in factories or in the women’s 
divisions of the armed forces, but they 
are acting as clerks in offices, banks, 
hotels, and stores, as bellLoys, porters, 
Zuards on the railways, tir watchers, 
ticket collectors or 
trams and buses, farm labourers, an] 
even policemen.., 

In America there is only one man in 
charge of a bus, and he col'ects tickets 
or fares, and 
and conductor. 
buses are built so

In the cities omnibuses have replac 
ed trams years ago in most cases. 
Nearly all the conductors are women, 
and it is very hard work. Such a thing 
as paying the fare when entering a bus | 
or tram is apparently 
there. They do not have a flat fare of. 
two pence or three pence, but a grad- 
uated rate which may be anything 
from one penny up through all the

halfpence to six or seven pence. 

This means the women have to find 
out where you are going, calcuate the 
fare, select the proper ticket from a 
large double bank of tickets which 
they carry on a holder, make change, 
and go through both decks of the bus, 
which means running continuously up 
and down the stairs. Usualiy the bus 
is crowded, which makes it that much 
more difficult for them, With so many 
strangers in England, they have to 
keep answering such questions as how 
to reach different points. They also 
have to watch where they are, call out 
the stops, signal to start and stop the 
| bus, and make sure that some stranger 
does not go past his or her destiration. 
The women on buses real:y work hard. 

A large number of women are doing 
,fire watching duties. This usually 
; means staying up all night and patrol- 
ling roofs and alleys. When a Cana- 
dian looks over the skyline of English 
towns and cities, the first thing that 
strikes him is the appearance of the 
English roofs which are usually cut up 
with all kinds of turrets and chimney 
pots. Every building has anywhere up 
to a dozen or more of these chimney 
pots. They add considerably to the 
difficulties of properly patrolling the 
‘roofs. Ladders are often kept on the 
! roofs so that any part can be quickly 
' reached. 
{| This work is most important during 

raids. Prompt handling of incend- 
| iaries on these roofs makes the differ- 
'ence between little damage and stag- 
gering losses. 

About the time the Bomber Press 
arrived in England, the Hon. Herbert 
Morrison made an appeal for many 
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thousands of extra women fire watch- 
ers. There was a great deal of critic- 
ism at the time, as it was felt that this 
work was too hard and dangerous for 
women. But the answer was that 
more than double the number asked 
for volunteered. It showed the deter- 
mination of the women of England to 
do anything they could to help in war 
work, 

The following appeal appeared in 
the September issue of the parish 
magazine of St. Mary Redcliffe Church 
Bristol, “Without question the great- 
est material treasure in Bristol is St. 
Mary Redcliffe Church. I now ask the 
women of Bristol if they will help in 
guarding it against fire. We want two 
at least, and three better still, to be on 
duty every night. There is perfectly 
possible work for women to do, and 
they will not be asked to attempt what 
only men can do. Women between 17 
and 50 will be welcomed, and if you 
arrange with a _ friend to take on one 
night a week you will be doing great 
service. Now is the time to strengthen 
our band of watchers before the winter 
begins, 

It must be remembered that in all 
probability, the women who take on 
this work will do it in addition to work 
ing at their regular occupaiion all day. 

At all the Air Force stations that we 
visited there were WAAF’s doing the 
cooking, washing the dishes, waiting 
on table, operating the telephones and 
radio controls, and doing clerical and 
other work. 

Women appear to _ be doing nearly 
everything on the railways except 
driving the engines. Most of the! 
guards at the stations are women, and 
they may also be seen handling trucks 
with express and baggage. Incidental- 
ly, the traveller in England today is 
expected to look after his own bagg- 
age, not only while on the trains, but 
also in the hotels. 

The mobile canteens, so many of 
which have been provided by various 
organizations and municipalities in 
Canada, South Africa, Australia and 
other parts of the British Common- 
wealth. are operated by women, and 
their heroism during each blitz will 
make a glorious story in history. 

The nursing profession has always 
been an honoured one, and the nurses 
in this war are upholding all their 
traditions, 

It would be impossible to tell of all 
the varied jobs that women in England 
are doing today in addition to those 
mentioned already, such as_ looking 
after babies, while their mothere are 
working in munition factories and 
other places, collecting salvage, help- 
ing in canteens and soldiers’ hostels, 
and, if unable to do anything else, en- 
tertaining troops in their own homes. 

The outstanding characteristics of 


‘}the women of England today are their 


cheerful acceptance of added burden, 
and their sincere desire to do some- 
thing to help. Above all they are a 
wonderful inspiration to their men. 

Without the efforts of the women, 
the story of the progress of the war 
might probably have been entirely dif- 
ferent today.

Science and inventions have given 
us so many things during the past fifty 
years that the stage is now set fora 
new world which must presently ap- 
pear on the scene, 

This new world lies before us _ not 
merely as a possibilty, nor as an al- 
ternative to the present world order, 
rather has it become an inescapable 
Necessity. New means of transporta- 
tion and communication alike have 
made a new world an _ inevitable 
necessity and a reality which is being 
shaped before our very eyes. 

But all this progress in scientific in- 
ventions will not determine the na- 
ture and spirit of that new world about 
to appear in our midst. The spirit of 
that new world may make it new only 
in the sense of new and greater powers 
to be used for the old purposes of 
selfishness, greed and separationism 
with all its old cramble for positions 
of advantage and power. 

In that case the new world wil! be 
governed by the same old racial prides 
and bigotries; the same old struggles 
for power hidden behind the same old 
hypocritical cloak of Christian ideal- 
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ism, and we shall be going on as we 
have done in the past, from one war to 
the next. We shall be doomed to con- 


tinue to live in a _ state of perpetual 


strife and struggle, breaking out trom 
time to time into open warlare until 
these new inventions have completed 
the murderous and suicidai purposes 
within our hearts by completely des- 
troying all that 


civilisation today. 

On the other hand, governed by 
Christian and humanitarian ideals 
these new inventions can be used to 
unify the human race. Then, united 
as one family, they can proceed with 
the scientific knowledge and power at 
their disposal, a new world for all man- 
kind that will be fairer than even the 
wildest dreams of the human heart 
can conceive. 

Mankind in the past has justified it- 
self by rationalising its beastly 
brutalities. Nor have we hesitated to 
adorn them with an unearthly halo of 
godliness in purpose, and behind this 
mantel of ‘“God’s Service’ we have 
proceeded to use all our powers in 
periodic spasms of deadly, wholesale 
and murderous combat.

rived of coupons which will not be replaced. In this regard, the policy of the 
Controller is as follows: 
@ If, through negligence, you lose your gasoline ration book before October 1, 
1943, you may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than half the coupons to 
which you would be entitled if you were making an original application. 
@ If, through negligence, you lose your ration book on or after October 1, 1943, 


you may be allowed no more, and perhaps less, than 25 per cent of the coupons to 
which you would be entitled if you were making an original application. 


The new gasoline rationing system, effective on April 1, will 
be strictly enforced. Under its provisions, the motorist, as well 
as the service station attendant, is held responsible if any infrac- 
tions occur. It is contrary to the orders of the Oil Controller: 


1) To purchase gasoline with 1942-1943 coupons. 


2) To purchase’ gasoline unless you have the correct category 
sticker affixed to your windshield. 


To detach coupons from your own book. (The removal of the coupons 
is the duty of the attendant.) 

To have in your possession a gasoline ration coupon not attached to, 
and forming a part of, a gasoline ration book. 


To have in your possession a gasoline ration book other than the book 
issued in respect of a vehicle you own, or in respect of a vehicle driven 
by you with the full consent of the real owner. 


To alter, deface, obliterate, or mutilate any gasoline ration 
book or coupon.

If you sell your motor vehicle, remember that before 
making delivery you must remove the windshield 
sticker or stickers. Remember also that after the 
sale is completed, you must mail to the nearest 
Regional Oil Control Office in your province the 
gasoline ration book or books issued for the vehicle,
